I do not oppose 
the purchase, becauso It will benbflt a cer- 
tain society. I would not oppose it on 
this iiccouiit, for in-that organization are

Major E. T. ItofFDll 


stated that wheu the portraits are bought 
the city will probably be asked to buy the 
bookrt in tho library. He did uot believe 
in buying the pictures, for the cicr cannovt 
afford it. He ^reviewed the objects for 
which the M. II. A. -was organized and 
said they are no longer carried out. He 
wanted to see the affairs of the association 
woundup decently. 


Jerome F. Maiming made a vigorous 


protest against the purchase. He said the 
citizens believe it is time a halt is culler! 
on extravagant cxpeudi tares, "We have 
uomo to the parting of the ways," he said, 
"and the question is, shall we go ap or shall 
we go down. Unless there is some radi- 
cal change we will go down." He then, re- 
ferred to the horse deal, and Baid, "I am 
not here ns a politician but I' will say 
there was more republicanism than clcmoC' 
racy in that deal. I was in Philadelphia 
recently and saw an ice cart on which was 
a picture of George 'Washington. It was 
a better portrait than the one included in 
the M. M. A. collection.

Manning—"It is not ancient pa- 


Mr. Harrington was then recognized 


again and anked. Postmaster Pearson if the 
Inst published list ol members of the M.

Mr. Pearson replied that not being a

"If it is correct," ;_ continued Mr. Har- 


rington, "it is understood that several 
members^! the organization are sitting in 
this city council. If that ts so," continued 
Mr. Harrington, "then I respectfully ad- 
dress the chief executive ot this city, who 
last year, drew his pen through, the 
name of Councilman Barry for selling his 
labor to tbe city.

petition remonstrating against the pur- 
chase of these picturen. If you think the 
people want these pictures "vote for thorn, 
and see wtmc the' people will/do -with, you 
uexc election day. 


Postmaster Penrinn 


argued in favor ol the purchase, ami said 
that the pictures were no more of a lux- 
ury than the new city hall and the rich 
furnishings.

If they ask us 
here why it is that we say more on the 
money question than we say upon the 
tariff question, I reply that if protection 
has slain its thousands, the gold stand- 
ard, has slain its tens of thousands. If 
j 


thej- ask us why we did not embody all 
these things in our platform which we 
believe, we reply to them that when we 
have restored the money of the constitn- 
.tion all other necessary reforms will ba 
possible and that until that is done 
there is no reform that can be accom- 
plished. Why ia it that within three 
months such & change has come over the 
sentiment ofthia country? Three mouths 
ago; -'when it was confidently asserted 
that those who, believed in tho gold 
standard would frame our platform and 
nominate our candidate, even the advo- 
cates of the gold standard did not think 
that we could elect a president, but they 
had good reaaon for the suspicion, be- 
cause there is scarcely a state here today 
asking for the gold standard that is not 
within the absolute control of the Re- 
publican party. 


But note the change. Mr. MeKinley 


was nominated at SL Louis upon a plat- 
form that declared for the maintenance 
of the gold standard until it should be 
changed into bimetallism by an, inter- 
national agreement. Mr. McKinley was 
Ihe most popular man among the Re- 
publicans, and everybody three months 
ago in the Republican party prophesied 
his election. 
How is it today? Why, 


that man who used to boast that he 
looked like Napoleon—that man shud- 
ders today when he thinks that ha was 
nominated on the anniversary of the 
battle of'Waterloo. Not only that, but 
as lie listens he can hear with ever in- 
creasing distinctness the sound of the 
waves as they beat upon the lonely 
shores of St Helena, 


Why this change? Ah, my friends, is 


not the change evident to any one who 
will look at the matter? It is no private 
character, however pure, no personal 
popularity, however great, that can pro- 
tect from the avenging wrath of an in- 
dignant people the man who will .either 
declare that he is in favor of fastening 
the gold standard upon this people or 
who is willing to surrender the right of 
self government and place the legisla- 
tive control in the hands of foreign po- 
tentates and powers. 


We go forth confident that we nhall 


win. 
Whv? Becanaa. urx— " • para- 
mount issue in this campaign there is 
not a spot of ground upon which the 
enemy will dare to challenge1 battle. 
Why, if they tell us that the gold stand- 
ard is a good • thing, we point to their 
platform and 'tell them that their plat- 
form pledges the party to get rid of a 
gold standard and substitute bimetal- 
lism.

FANCIED_ WRONG 


Led to Attempted Assassina- 


tion of Faure, 


A MAD MAN FIEED A SHOT AT 


HIM. 


Assailant Narrowly Escaped 


. Prompt Lynching. 


Paris, July 15.—An attempt -was mad* 


to assassinate President Faurc- yester> 
day. The president had gone to Lone 
Champs to review the troops. He had 
no sooner entered the field when a man 
In the crowd stepped forward and fired 
a revolver at him. The shot did not take 
effect. The woulu-be assassin, Eugene 
Marie Francois, was" at once arrested. 
The ne\va-'bl the attempt on the life of 
the preslunnt spread with great rapidity 
among the crowds of people who were 
celebrating the natal fete day, and cre- 
ated an knmense sensation. 


Throughout the sensational, incidents 


of the day, and the exciting scenes that 
accompanied and followed the attempt 
upon his life. President Faure main- 
tained an outwardly placid demeanor 
and manifested not the slightest sign of 
agitation. 


When'Francols. the would-be assassin, 


straightened up from his lounging posi- 
tion against a tree, and deliberately 
opened fire, upon the president, the lat- 
ter showed no symptom of alarm, and 
the open carriage In which he was rld- 
Inp made no pause, but proceeded across 
the review ground to the presidential 
tribune. 
Here he -was to review the 


troops, who were out on parade In honor 
of the anniversary of the fait of the 
Bastlle. 


The cool headed course pursued by the 


president promptly reassured the crowd 
of his personal fcafety and welfare, and 
the first momentary apprehension of a 
tragedy gave way to a frenzy of con- 
gratulation. 
The president's carriage 


was greeted In Its progress to the presi- 
dential tribune, after the sSots had been 
fired, with enthusiastic cheers from the 
dense crowdii -which packed all sides of 
the parade ground, in expectation of tio 
trllllaut spectacle.

PRESIDES! TAriOl 


President Faure maintained his calm 


and self-possessed demeanor, and after 
he had taken his place In the presidential 
tribune frequently acknowledged the 
cordial greetings that were given him 
from all sides, by raising his hat. 


The man Francois, who fired the two 


shots, was surrounded at the moment 
by hundreds of people, whose attention 
was, however, directed toward the presi- 
dent's carriage.' * The Immediate specta- 
tors of the act, horrified and indignant, 
rushed upon the shooter with loud cries 
of "A mort." Things looked decidedly 
threatening for Francois, and It seemed 
as though summary' punishment was to 
be wreaked upon him on the spot by tho 
Infuriated crowd. But a strong escort 
of .police appeared promptly on 
the 


scene and took charge of the culprit and 
succeeded In transferring him In safety 
to a police station. 
"' 


There Francois was immediately ex 


amlnefl. and stated In reply to queries 
that he was a foreman In the municipal 
office of works. The revolver fronriwhich 
the two shots had been fired was still In 
his possession. It was a small weapon, 
of the bulldog.pattern, and Its chambers 
still contained four undischarged blank 
cartridges. Francois claimed that the 
two cartridges which he had discharged 
were also blank, and that his purpose 
In firing them was simply to create a 
sensation, and thus call attention to his 
grievances. 


Another man named Boulant was .also 


arrested at the same time as Francois. 
When the latter had fired at the presl 
dent, and the crowd rushed at him with 
a threatening aspect, Boulant came to 
bi3 defense, exclaiming: 
"Well done. 


That's the man for me." 
- Upon the return from Long Champs to 
the city, after the review'of the troops 
was over. President Faure received a 
tremendous ovation. 


Francois' record proves to be well 


known, and he has before been under the 
surveillance of the police. On June 23 
he thre\v -In the chamber of deputies a 
pamphlet entitled, "Freedom of writing 
In the 19th century, under Felix I." In 
this pamphlet he spoke of the abuses ol 
the -administration, and declared that 
attempts had been made to poison him 
wherever he went. 


When Francois ivas rescued from the 


crowd, after he had fired at the presl 
dent, he was covered with blood.. . 


After the excitement of the sensational 


firing upon the president of a throng 
of people hud somewhat subsided, the 
Incident began to be regarded as only 
the Irresponsible and harmless act of-a 
madman. But, nevertheless, several of 
the ambassadors of foreign powers and 
diplomats called upon President Faure 
to offer their felicitations, and sovereigns 
telegraphed t their congratulations upon 
his escape. 


The heat throughout the day-was 


stifling, and proved most trying to the 
troops that took part In the' review, and 
"parade. A balloon, which had been sent 
up as a feature of the celebration, hung 
motionless over the city, with not enough 
current of air to drift It. Many soldiers 
fell In the "ranks during the day from 
sunstroke. 
All the ambulances-wagons 


were full. 
Directly a halt was called, 


and large numbers of soldiers rushed 
into the houses to get a drink o£ water.

AWFUL HARVEST OF DEATH IN 


CUBA. 


Largely Due to Obstinacy of 


.Colored People. 


Washington, July IS.—The 'Aarlne hos- 


pital bureau Is receiving full reports ol 
the progress,of the yellow fever, cholera 
and smallpox epidemics progressing la 
various parts of the world. While these 
show a heavy mortality for the hot 
months, the ravages arc not such as to 
cause fear so far ay this country Is con- 
cerned. 


The last' reports from Cuba show that 


amallpox Is proving more deadly than 
yellow lever. The fever la epidemic at 
the seaport towns, -where the Spanish 
troops are garrisoned, but the smallpox 
IB virulent throughout the Interior. A 
recent letter from Dr. Caminero, United 
States sanitary Inspector at Santiago de 
Cuba, says there are 2000 cases In that 
city, which has 16,000 population. Dr. 
Camlnero pays: "There are tenement1 
houses which contain as many as 21 
cases. Yellow fever has decreased some- 
what, but -will again commence Ita 
deadly mission as soon as the new re- 
cruits, announced as coming, begin to 
arrive." 


In his last letter, Dr. Camlnero reports: 
"Smallpox has taken a most virulent 
form, and the number of cases Increases 
dally.- 'Tellow fov»r has also taken a 
malignant che.racter, and all the case; 
end'fatally at present. Eighty per cent 
of ?the smallpox cases-are In non-vac- 
cinated colored people, who are com- 
pletely opposed to being vaccinated whil( 
the epidemic rages, from fear of catch. 
Ing the disease. Tbe government will 
raake. vaccination compulsory, the gov- 
ernment physicians will go from house 
to house." 


Marine hospital officials will strlctlj 


enforce the quarantine laws, and thui 
guard against the entry of the epidemics 
'to American ports. No case of yellow 
fever has yet been reported In the United 
States,-and Key West Is the only place 
afflicted with smallpox. 
The reports \ 


from there, show 21 cases and four deaths 
for the week ending July 9. 


Late cholera reports from Egypt are 


more favorable. The United States com- 
missioner at Constantinople reports that 
the disease Is abating In the Interior oi 
Egypt The Egyptian outbreak hag not 
yet spread to any European port. A re- 
port appeared last week that cases ol 
Asiatic.cholera had appeared atDantzlg, 
Germany. Surgeon 
General 
Wyman 


cabled at once to Consul General Kay at 
Berlin,' and In reply- received a cable, 
saying: "False alarm; not Asiatic." 


Little apprehension if felt here that 


cholera can be brought to this country 
from Egypt, as the trade is very limited. 
As a. precaution; however, Consul Gen- 
eral Penfleld, at Cairo, acting under In- 
structions from Washington, has or- 
dered that no Invoices for shipments ol 
rags-to the United States shall be made 
until 30' days after the cessation ol 
cholera. 


Reports concerning the plagues 
In 


Canton, Japan, and Formosa, show that 
they are abating.

.whose attendance before the commit- 
tee could be secured. 
'The'.'evidence 
was taken by a stenographer and a 
typewritten copy thereof is herewith 
submitted for your, consideration. 
The'city solicitor, F. W. Qua, 
esq., 
at the request o£ your committee was 
present at each of. the hearings and 
aided the committee In securing the 
attendance of'witnesses, and- for the 
most port conducted their 
examina- 
tion. We recognize the difficulties that 
lay In the path of the 
solicitor 
In 


faithfully performing his duty In the 
premises. Obtaining evidence In such 
cases Is not an easy task, nor Is it a 
pleasant position to be placed In to 
expose; the wrong doing of party as-, 
soclates and those whose votes placed 
him in the position, where In order to 
faithfully perform his duty, he must 
without fear or .favor present the.facts 
as he finds them. The city is to be 
congratulated upon having In the po- 
sition a man who recognizes that'his 
first duty Is to the public regardless 
of j>arty or personal Interests, and who 
has the courage to fearlessly 
expose 
wrong doing wherever he finds It. 


All persons examined 
before 
the 
committee were duly sworn and the 
evidence submitted to you Is their tes- 
timony on oath. The large and In- 
creasing attendance at the hearings 
of business men and taxpayers of "the 
city, attests the deep interest felt by 
our citizens In our municipal admin- 
istration and the prevailing; disposi- 
tion to hold our city officials up to a 
higher standard of responsibility for 
the manner In which they discharge 
the Important duties, and execute the 
trusts reposed In them by the people. 
Owing to the Inadequacy of the law 
as It at present stands to reach re- 
calcitrant witnesses In Investigations 
of thin character and the evasiveness 
and trickery of many of the witnesses 
summoned made It a difficult task to 
adduce testimony. 
The 
refusal 
of 


many of the witnesses to testify 
to 
facts that should have been disclosed 
to your committee, under the thinly 
veiled pretext that. It would 
expose 
their private business, admits of no 
other conclusion than that It was "a 
subterfuge on their part to cover a 
fraudulent transaction. 


The only sale and purchase of horses 
by the street committee during the 
current year, and therefore the only 
sale and purchase that came within 
the scr>pe of the order of Investigation 
was this sale on April 18th. of nine 
horses and the purchase on April Llth, 
of sixteen horses. 


So far as the sale of defective horses 
is concerned, your committee report 
that.thls transaction was carried "out 
In an apparently business-like man- 
ner, and that the prices obtained-were 
reasonable and fair, and except so far 
as the evidence tended to show -that 
the. sale was made'to serve as an ex- 
cuse for the purchase of new .horses, 
the committee find in.it nothing to 
condemn.

Alderman 
Flemings.- chairman :of 
the committee on streets was' absent 
from the city from April 3rd to April 
14th, 
and 
the • committee 
knew 


of. his 
Intended _iabsence. 
"Before 
his absence there was no talk of an 
Immediate purchase of horses, though 
It-was understood that the defective 
animals should be'sold, and that the 
committee would have 
to ' purchase 


some horses to take.their places. At 
the last meeting of th> committee be- 
fore the Alderman went away one or 
more meetings'were arranged to take 
place after his return. But on Mon- 
day, April 13th, before Mr. Flemings1 
return the committee met In the af- 
ternoon . at the office of the superin- 
tendent of streets in City Hall, their 
usual place 
of meeting, 
and 
ad- 
lourned. After adjournment the com- 
mittee went to'the Merrimack house 
and had a supper. A member1 of the 
committee,-whom' Mr. Bowers thinks 
was Mr. Hunton. requested Mr. Bow- 
firs, clerk of the committee, to join 
the .committee at the -hotel, stating 
that they might need him after sup- 
per. The committee was called to or- 
der by Alderman Pevey, and on mo- 
tion of Councilman Hunton It was 
-voted that eleven horses and four car- 
riages, belngshorses -and carriages un-"^ 
fit for further use, be-sold at the city- 
stables on Saturday, April 18th, at 10

On motion of Councilman-George-It 


-was voted that a sub-committee, be ap- 
pointed by the chair. (Alderman Pevey 
In the chair).'to 
purchase .all such 
horses as' were needed by the depart- 
ment, and Councllmeh.George, Magulre 
and Hunton were appolrited,-'-and It was 
voted that the,superlntendent of streets 
be made one of the-committee." ". 
At the meeting. In the. superintend- 
ent's office.In the afternoon several per- 
sons, reporters and-.others besides .the 
committee were present. At the time 
these votes were passed the committee 
were in a- private room and no persons 
other than the committee, their clerk 
and the superintendent of streets were 
present. The next morning, April 14th, 
the sub-committee and superintendent 
of street,met at Conant's stable,, where 
Councilman Hunton Is employed and 
transacts his business, and were shown 
eight horses by Mr. Hunton, who stated 
the price to be J200'each, and the com- 
mittee .then and there agreed to pur- 
chase them at that price. Immediately 
afterwards said sub-committee and su- 
perintendent of streets went to the sta- 
ble of Mr". Clapp, where they were shown 
eight more horses, which they 
pur- 
chased, or agreed to purchase at S200 
each. -There was" no advertising of the 
intended purchase, no' examination-of 
horses c-lsetyhere, and no serious ques- 
tion "or negotiation ,asi"to price.- - 
Taking, the manner"..." in —which' this 
purchase was made.alone without oth- 
er evidence; your committee would be 
forced 1o the conclusion. that-the:sub- 
commlttee' was7 grossly .negligent'and 
careless in .the performance of Its du- 
ties. No good business man-would pur- 
chase for himself Jn any such way. But 
unfortunately, this Is not-'all.' It will

be-remembered that the whole sixteen 
horses 
were billed 
to the city ; by 
CharleSr Clapp, who claimed to ' have 
sold them all to the city, and Mr. Clapp 
In -his testimony before the committee, 
after some hesitation, stated • that' tie 
had purchased eight of them from .Mr. 
Hunton the day previous 'to fhe- pur- 
chase by the city, and had given two 
notes for the purchase money.- "He re- 
fused to tell the committee what price 
he paid or agreed to pay Mr. Hunton, 
and stated that he left them at Mr. 
Hunton's stable because he had no 
room for them at his own stable. He 
also admitted that when he bought 
them from Mr. Hunton he Intended to 
sell all he could of them to the city, 
and that there wag some conversation 
between him and Mr. Hunton about the 
Intended purchase by the city at the 
time when he bought them from Mr. 
Hunton. - 
Mr. Hunton In his testimony stated 
that he had sold eight of the horses to 
Mr. Clapp on the day before they were 
bought by the committee, but positive- 
ly refused to state the price paid by 
Mr.. Clapp, or where he bought the 
horses or how much he paid for them, 
though he stated that he had 
pur- 
chased them only a few days before 
Insisting that It was his private busi- 
ness- where he bought them and how 
much he paid, about which the com- 
mittee had no right to Inquire. He al- 
so stated that Mr. Clapp paid him for 
the horses by two notes given April 13. 
payable one In 30. and the other In 60 
days. After 
considerable urging _he 
promised to let the committee see uie>. 
notes which he had not then with-him. 
At the next meeting of your committee. 
June 12th, Mr. Hunton was asked : to 
exhibit the notes, and replied that Mr. 
Clapp had taken tjiem up. His lan- 
guage was (page S4 of the testimony) 
"He (meaning Clapp) came to me and 
said thH,t he was ready to take them 
up. I showed them to him, and he said 
he was ready to take-them up, the time 
had expired." He still'refused to state 
the amount for which the notes were 
given. 
At the same meeting Mr. Clapp-was 
recalled and -testified that he took np 
the notes. He then pi-oduoed two notes 
In the form shown on pages 11 and 112 
of the evidence, with the amounts care- 
fully cut out. After being further ques- 
tioned he stated that the notes were 
paid partly In cash and part by a new 
note. 
Other evidence before your committee 
established 
the fact that six of 1;he 
eight horses sold by Mr. Hunton were 
purchased by him In Boston of the firm 
of Welch and Hill, five of them on Sat- 
urday, April llth, and one on the previ- 
ous Wednesday, at an average price of 
S104.It also appeared In evidence given 
by horse dealers, and the committee 
and that a fair market price for 
sound, young, heavy work horses like 
those sold to the city would be from 
$100 
to ?125 each. An expert testified 


before your committee, after examin- 
ing the horses purchased, that he 
found two o£ them 
ring-boned 
and 
lame, which. In his opinion, would re- 
duce their value about two-thirds. 
Without going further Into the evi- 


denced which may 
be 
examined .at 
length by any one who wishes to do 
so, your committee find that the re- 
cent purchase of horses was not .made 
In 
a proper manner, nor for - proper 
reasons, nor their fair market vajue. 
We cannot doubt that the pretended 
sale by Hunton to Clapp was a mere 
colorable transaction, under .cover b£ 
"which, eight 
horses - were 
sold 
by 


Councilman Hunton to the city, him- 
self acting in the double capacity of 
buyer and seller at. the same time. 
;md that by that transaction the city 
was attempted to be "defrauded 
of 


from one thousand to twelve hundred 
dollars. Such sale was a direct vio- 
lation of Sec. 12, • Chapter 205 of 
the 
Public Statutes, and of Sec." S of Chap. 
16 of the Revised Ordinances. While 
the evidence does not show that any 
other member of the city government 
profited, by this transaction. It Is clear 
that Councllmen George and Magulre 
knew and connived at the.violation of 
the law and the city ordinances by 
Councilman Hunton, and that superln- j 
tendent of Streets. Cheney also, who 
was by the vote made a member-of 
the sub-committee, and who went to 
Boston" an the same train with Hun- 
Ion on the day when the horses were 
purchased, met him at the stable of 
Welch and Hall In Boston, and took 
supper with him after the. horses were 
shipped by him to Lowell, and was 
also present at Conant's stable and 
at Clapp'a when the horses were pur- 
chased for the city; knew of the wrong 
doing, and by his silence acquiesced 
therein. 
. 
. 
It Is but just, however, to say that 


the superintendent of streets is not a 
member .of the street committee and 
the purchase of these horses was not 
a part of his official duty, and while 
your committee cannot excuse his si- 
Lent acquiescence ' In .what he .must 
have known • to. have been %L 
flagrant 
violation 'of duty on the part of the 
committee, we also, recognize the fact 
that It would, have'required consider- 
able moral courage to h.'ave antago- 
nized his committee at that time In 
the matter of the performance of a 
duty which was .theirs and not his 
own. 
It has been claimed that the mem- 
bers of the street committee have fol- 
lowed precedent In doing as they did, 
and that,, not being any more guilty 
than many others who have preceded 
them, they should not be singled out 
for punishment. The majority of your 
committee have not the slightest sym- 
pathy with or toleration for this ex- 
cuse sometimes urged for. such con- 
duct by those'who ought to know bet- 
ter. - It Is not the duty of this com- 
mittee to condone the offences of any- 
one, nor can we see any Justification' 
for wrong-doing, in the 
fact 
that 
someone else has committed the same 
offence.. To close our eyes to the In- 
iquity exposed by the evidence, would 
be equivalent to 'becoming- participat- 
ors In the crime. 
. • 


The administration of our municipal 
affairs by the members of the city 
government In an honest, economical 
manner Is a matter In which all our 
citizens.are interested, from the large 
corporations down to the man who 
only pays' a. poll tax. 


Our manufacturing concerns are en- 
deavoring to compete with others hav- 
ing natural advantages that they 'do 
not possess. They have not the cotr 
ton fields nor the coal fields at their, 
doors, hor_ ha've they the advantage 
of being a seaport where cotton, coal 
and other materials can be received 
at much less cost than In inland clf- 
les. 
The taxes paid by the corpora- 
tions is a considerable Item in the cost 
of the manufacture of their goods] If 
extravagance and 
•wrong-doing 
pre- 
vails In municipal affairs, and In .con- 
soquence taxes are Increased, it tends 
so much to handicap our industrlesxJn 
'competition with others, and'Is a vital 
blow to these institutions In which.we 1 
are^all .concerned,, and on whose pros-.' 
perlty the welfare of our city depends. ' 
If, by reason of extravagance and cor- 
ruption iri munlcip'al affairs the .mer- 
.chant and the landlord pays Increased 
taxes, he raises the price of his goods 
and the rent of- his' tenements in pro- 
portion, and the consequence is that 
the poll tax payer .indirectly . bears 
more than his proportion 'ol his bur- 
den. So It Is that all are Interested 
in wise, honest, economical adminis- 
tration by public -servants whose sense 
of honor Is so high that they recog- 
nize the sacred trust reposed In them, 
and "who will allow-no temptation to 
private gain to Influence their public 
action. 
• 


From time immemorial-our .courts 
have exacted the highest degree of 
honesty from those acting in a fiduci- 
ary "capacity, and the acts 'of public 
officials have 'always been, subjected 
.to the closest scrutiny. In Dillon on 
municipal corporations, a work that 
is considered a :-legw . classic, 
the 
learned authority!: "It Ii a. well -es- 
and wtlutur doctrine that 


he who Is entrusted with the" busi- 
ness 
of 
others - cannot 
be 
al- 


lowed 
to 
make 
such 
business 
an 
object 
of pecuniary 
profit 
to 


himself. 
This rule does not depend 
on reasoning technical In its charac- 
ter, 
and. Is not local In .Its applica- 
tion. It -,is based upon principles of 
reason/of morality and of public pol- 
icy.--It has Its foundation in the very 
constitution of -our- nature, for It has 
authoritatively been 
declared, that a 
man cannot serve two" masters, "and Is 
recognized and' enforced wherever a 
well-regulati'd system of jurisprudence, 
prevails. 
• The law will In no cas.e 
permit persons who have undertaken 
a character or a charge to change or 
Invert that character by leaving It 
and acting for themselves In a busi- 
ness iri. which their character binds 
them to act for others. The applica- 
tion of the rule may in some Instances 
appear to boar hard upon individuals 
who have committed no moral wrong; 
but It Is essential to the keeping of all 
parties fllllmr a fiduciary character to 
their duty, to preserve the rule In Its 
integrity, and to apply it to 
every 


case which Justly falls within its prin- 
ciple."

On the same subject a recent author- 
ity of high standing says: "The para- 
mount and vital principle of all agen- 
cies, Is good faith, for without It the 
relation of principal and agent could 
not well exist. So sedulously Is this 
principle guiu-ded that all departure 
from it are i.'steemed frauds upon the 
confidence bestowed. An agent there- 
fore, will not be allowed to put himself 
In a position antagonistic to his prin- 
cipal, or speculate in the subject ot the 
agency; and any gift, release or con- 
veyance obtained by the agent from his' 
principal Is subjected to the most rigid 
scrutiny. 
.. 
s 


- It follows from the above rule that 
an agent will not be allowed to make a 
profit out of the agency or deal In the 
business thereof- for his own benefit, 
but must give the.principal the benefit 
of any advantage he may obtain. Any 
profits fnade out of the purchase or sale 
of property for his principal belong to 
the latter; as where the agent sells for 
a higher.'price, or purchases for a less 
price.." 
Our own supreme court says: "The 
character of seller and-buyer are so en- 
tirely IncompnTtlble that they can never 
be united in .the same person." 15 Pick, 
p. 23. Im the cnee ot the People v. Oven- 
yessel, 11 Mich.-/p. 22S, Mr. Justice 
ChrlsUancy . of ' Michigan, an eminent 
jurist, In discussing this question says: 
"If such contracts were to be held val- 
id, until shown to be fraudulent or cor- 
rupt, the renult, ai a general1 rule, 
would be that they must be enforced In 
spite of • fraud or corruption.. Hence; 
the only safe rule In such cases Is to 
treat the contract as void, without ref- 
erence, to the question.of fraud in fact, 
unless amrmed'by 'the opposite party." 


The'• foregoing are but a few of the 
many legal, authorities that could ,be 
cited to show that under the conditions 
governing tho sale of these horses to 
the city the transaction was void, and- 
no legal action for the recovery of the 
price could be maintained. From -the 
evidence adduced It Is clear teyorul 
doubt that Councilman Hunton was 
using 
Clapp as a. cover to sell his 
horses .to the city, and that the other 
members of the. sub-committee were 
knowingly, parties to this- arrangement. 
The duty Imposed upon your com- 
mittee by the order of . Investigation 
has- been an exceedingly unpleasant 
one. 
To find men In whom we have 
had confidence and with whom we have, 
as .members nf . the city government, 
sustained amicable relations, guilty of 
a gross breach of a public trust is most 
painful, bilt the stern logic of the evi- 
dence is Irresistible, and we, ourselves,1 
should be recreant, to* pur duties if we 
failed to condemn In the most emphatic 
manner the'abuse'Of official power and 
the sacrifice of official honor for priv- 
ate gain. That "public office Is a pub- 
lic-trust" should be accepted as some- 
thing more than 
the high sounding 
phrase of.a demagogue. 
We can never expect to have clean, 
pure municipal government if men who 
ar« themselves honest lack the moral 
courage torcoiidemn the wrong where- 
ever'they "find It, regardless of party 
or sect "or personal considerations. 
Your committee feel that the wrong 
which has beun attempted In this In- 
stance should not be allowed to be con- 
summated, and to this end recommend 
that the bill which has been'presented 
should 'Wot be? paid ur.tll a court 
of. 
competent Jurisdiction shall have pass- 
ed upon It, and that the evidence taken 
before the committee be submitted to 
the district attorney to take such ac- 
tion-thereon ar) he shall deem proper.

department under it. The superintend- 
ent of police is now a subordinate in the 
police department acting under the heads 
01 it, the board of police, and the necessity 
for a report from him of matters he has 
only a general knowledge of and records 
he does not keep, is hardly apparent. 
The report is as statistically complete as 
any, and covers the grounds thoroughly. 


The monthly reports which the Mail 


minaes s'o much were customarily made to 
the board of aldermen;" but-as that body 
his no Jurisdiction over the police tho re- 
port has ceased. The board csji hardly 
be expected to make a report to Itself; tlvo 
superintendent cannot malco a report of 
facts he does not record, and It is hardly 
to be expected that a special one will be 
made to the Mail. The records are kept 
iu the office of the board where they can 
be consulted at liny time when tha tollers 
of the Mail get energy enough to climb 
the stairs.

Since then theec creditors have tied up 
the people, municipalities and corpora- 
tions in billions of dollars of notes, 
bonds and mortgages, both new and re- 
funded, payable in gold. The act of 
1878 demonetized silver for us, and the 
net of 1878 drove c knife through the 
corpse of bimetallism.

Full Report of His Oration in Reply to Senator Hill 


and Ex-Gov. Russell, in Which He Refuted Both. 
He Would Not Have Labor Crowned With 
Thorns Mor Crucified on a Cross of Gold. 


Here ia the speech by "W. J. Bry- 


an in the national convention at 
Chicago that made him famous and 
that nominated him for the presi- 
dency: 


MB. CHAIRMAN AND GEHTLEJTEN OF THE 


CONVENTION: 
I would be presnmptnons indeed to 


present myself against the distinguished 
gentleman to •whom yon huve listened 
if this were but a measuring of ability, 
but this i3 not a contest among persons. 
The humblest citizen in all the land 
\rhen clad in the armor of a righteona 
cause ia stronger than Eill the whole 
hosts of error thut they can bring. . I 
come to spoctk to jon in defense of a 
cause as holy as the canse of liberty—the 
cause of humanity. 


When this debate is concluded, a mo- 


tion will be made to lay upon the table 
the resolution offered in commendation 
of tho administration, and also the res- 
olution in condemnation of tho admin- 
istration. I shall object to bringing thii 
question dov;n to a level of persons. 
The individual is an atom—he is 'born, 
ho nets, he dies—but principles are eter- 
nal, and this has been a contest of prin- 
ciple. 


Never before in tho history of this 


country has fhere been witnessed such a 
contest as that through which we have 
passed. Xover before in the history of 
American politics has a great issue been 
fought out as this isstie has been by the 
voters themselves. On the 4th of March, 
189,", a few Democrats, most of them 
members of congress, issued iin address 
to tho Democrats of the nation asserting 
that the money question was the para- 
mount issue" o!" tho hour, asserting also 


. the right of a majority of tho Demo- 
cratic p:vrty to control the position ol 
the party on this paramount issue, con- 
cluding with the request that all believ- 
ers In free coinago of silver in the Dem- 
ocratic party should organize and tako 
charge of and control the policy of the 
Democratic party. 


Three months later, at Memphis, an 


organization was perfected and the sil- 
ver Democrats went forth openly and 
boldly und courageously proclaiming 
thoir belief and declaring that if success- 
ful they would crystallize in a platform 
the declaration which they had made, 
and then began the conflict with a zeal 
approaching the zeal which inspired the 
crusaders who followed Pater tha Her- 
mit 
Our silver Democrats went forth 


from victory unto victory until they are 
assembled now, not to discuss, not to 
debate, but to enter the judgment ren- 
dered by the plain people of this coun- 
try. 


In this contest brother has been'ar- 


rayed ngainst brother and lather against 
son. 
The warmest ties of love and 


acquaintance and asstraation hnvebeen 
disregarded. Old leaders have been cast 
aside when they refused to give expres- 
sion to the sentiments of thosa whom 
they would lead, and new leaders have 
sprung up to give direction to this .cause 
of truth.

Thns has the contesb been waged, and 


we have assembled hero -onder'as bind- 
ing and 'solemn instructions as were 
ever fastened upon the representatives 
of a people. We do not coibe as individ- 
uals. Why, as individuals wo might 
have been glad to compliment the gen- 
tleman from 5few York [Senator Hill]. 
But we .knew that the people for whom 
we speak would never be willing to put 
him in a position where he could thwait 
the will of the Democratic party, 
ray it was not a question of persons; it 
•-as a question of principle^ and it v 
not with glMtaesB, my friends, that -we 
(...& oaraelves broiuiht into conflict witft 


tho=e who are now arrayerf on the other 
side. 


The Eenttfiuau wit 
Joih. preceded 
(Uovernor Knssell) spoJie ol the old 
state of Massachusetts. Let me assnrt 
him that not one person in all this con- 
vention entertains the least hostility tc 
the peopla of the state of Massachusetts. 
But wa stand hero representing people 
who are the equals before the-law of ths 
largest citizens in the state of Massa- 
chusetts. "When you come before us and 
tell us that we shall disturb your busi- 
ness interests, we reply that you have 
disturbed onr business interests by youi 
course. 


We say to yon that you have made 


too limited in its application the defi- 
nition of the business man. The man 
who is employed for wages is as much 
a business man as his employer. 
The 


attorney in a country town is as much 
a business man as the corporation coun- 
sel in a great metropolis. The merchant 
at the crossroads store is as much a 
business man as the merchant of New 
Tort. The farmer who goes forth in 
tho morning and toils all day, begins in 
the spring and toils all summer, and by 
the application of brain and muscle to 
the natural resources of this country 
creates wealth, is as much a business 
man as the • man who goes upon the 
board of trade and bets upon the price 
of grain. The miners who go a thousand 
feet into the earth oisclimb 2,000 -feet 
upon the cliffs and bring forth from 
their hiding places tho precious 'metals 
to be poured in the channels of trade are 
as much business men as the few finan- 
cial magnates who in a. back room cor- 
ner the money of the world. 


We come to speak for this broadei 


class of business men. Ah, my friends, 
we Bay not one- word against those who 
live upon the Atlantic coast; hnt those 
hardy pioneers who braved all tho dan- 
gers of the wilusrness, who have made 
the desert to blossom as the rose—those 
pioneers away out there, rearing their 
children near to nature's heart, where 
'they can mingle their voices with, th'e 
voices of tho birds; out. there where 
they have erected sohoolhouses for the 
education of their young, and churches 
where they prnise their Creator, and 
cemeteries whera sleep the ashes of their 
dead, ere as deserving of tha considera- 
tion of this party as any people in this 
country. 


It is for these that we speak 
We do 


not come "as agjtressorE. Onr war is not 
a war of conquest 
Wo are fighting in 


the defense of our homes, onr families 
and posterity. Wo have petitioned, and 
our petitions have been scorned. We 
hove entreated, and our entreaties hava 
been disregarded. We have begged and 
they have mocked, and onr calamity 
came. We beg- no longer. We entreat 
no more. We petition no more. WB 
defy them. 


The gentleman from 'Wisconsin has 


said he fears a Robespierre. My friend, 
in this land of tho free-you need fear no 
tyrant who will spring up from among 
the people. What we need, is an Andrew 
Jackson to stand as Jackson stood 
against the encroachments of aggran- 
dized wealth. 


They tell us that this platform was 


made to,catch votes. Wo reply to them 
that changing conditions make new is- 
sues ; that the principles upon which 
rest Democracy are as everlasting as the 
hills, but that they must be applied to 
new conditions as they arise. Condi- 
tions have arisen, aid -we aro attempt- 
ing to meet those conditions. 


They tell uu-that the income tax 


ought not to be brought in here. 
That 


ia a new idei They criticise ns for our 
critieiim of the supreme arart 'of the 


United States. My friends, we have not 
criticised; we have simply called atten- 
tion to what you know. If you want 
criticisms, read the dissenting opinions 
of the court 
That will give yon criti- 


cisms. They say wo passed an •unconsti- 
tutional law. I deny it—tho income tax 
was not unconstitutional when it was 
passed. 
It was not unconstitutional 


when it went before the supreme court 
for the first time. It did not become un- 
constitutional until one judge changed 
his mind; and we cannot be expected to 
know when a judge will change his 
mind. 


The income tax is B jnst law. It sim- 


ply intends to put the burdens of gov- 
ernment justly upon the backs of the 
people. I am in favor of an income tax. 
When I find a man who is not willing 
to pay his share of the burden of the 
government which protects him, I find 
a. man who is .unworthy to enjoy the 
blessings of a government like ours. 


He says we are opposing the national 


bank currency. It is true. If yoa will 
read 'what Thomas Benton said, yon 
will find that he said that in searching 
history he could find but one parallel to 
Andrew Jackson. That was Cicero, who 
destroyed 'the conspiracies of Catiline 
and saved Rome. He did for Rome 
what Jackson did when he destroyed 
the bank conspiracy and saved America. 


We say in our platform that we be- 


li«7e that the right to coin money and 
issua money is a function of govern- 
ment We balieve it 
We believe it is a 


part of sovereignty, and can no. mora 
with safetv. l>e rlelesated to nrivata in 
dividuala than wo coma afford to dele- 
gate to private individuals the power to 
make penal statutes or to levy laws for 
taxation. Mr. Jefferson, who was onco 
regarded as good Democratic authority, 
seems to have a different opinion from 
tho gentleman who has addressed us on 
the port of the minority. Thosa who are 
opposed to this proposition tell ns that 
the issne of paper money is a function 
of the bank, and that the government 
ought to go out of the banking business. 
I stand with Jefferson rather than with 
them and tell them, as he did, that the 
issue of money is a function of the gov- 
ernment and that the banks ought to 
go out of the govc'.ument business. 


They complain about the plank which 


declares against the life tenure in office. 
They have tried to strain it to mean 
that which it does not mean. What we 
oppose in that plank is the life tenure 
that is being built up in 'Washington 
which excludes from participation in 
the benefits the humbler members of 
our society. I cannot dwell longer in 
my limited time. [Cries of "Go on I 
GoonI"] 
^' 


Let me call attention to two or three 


great things. Tho gentleman from Kew 
Tork says: that he will propose an 
amendment providing that this change 
in our laws shall not affect contracts al- 
ready made. Let me remind him that 
there is no intention of affecting those 
contracts which, according to the pres- 
ent laws, are made .payable in gold. 
But if he means to say that we cannot 
bhange our monetary system without 
protecting those who have loaned money 
before the change was made, I want to 
nsk him whore, in law or in morals, he 
'can find authority for not protecting the 
debtors when tho act of 187S was 
passed, but now insists that wo must 
protect the creditor. He says he also 
wants to amend this law and provide 
that if we foil to maintain a parity 
within a year we will then suspend 
the coinage of silver. We reply that 
when we advocate a thingwhioh we be- 
lieve -will be -nicoeraful we ni* iiM can- 
celled to raise a donbt BJ to our own 


sincerity by trying to show -what we 
will do i! we can. I ask him, if he will 
apply his logic to -as, why he does not 
apply it to himself ? He says that he 
wants this' country to try to Becnro an 
international agreement. 
Why doesn't 


he tell ns -what ho is going to do if they 
fail to secure an international agree- 
ment? There is more reason for him to 
do that than for us to fail to maintain 
tho parity. They have tried for 30 years 
—for 30 years—to secure an interna- 
tional agreement, and those are waiting, 
for it raost patiently who don't want it 
lit ail. 
..-

Now, my friends, let me coma, to the 


£reat paramount issue. If they ask'pus 
here -why it is that -we say more on the 
money question than wo say upon the 
tariff question, I reply that if protection 
has slain its thousands, the gold stand- 
ard has slain its tens of thousands. If 
they ask us why we did not embody all 
these things in onr platform which we 
believe, we reply to them that when we 
have restored the money of the constitu- 
tion all other necessary reforms will be 
possible and that until that is done 
there is no reform that can be accom- 
plished." Why ia it that within three 
months such a change has come over the 
sentiment of this country? Threemonths 
ago, when it waa. confidently asserted 
that those who believed in the gold 
gtandnrd would frame our platform and 
nominate our candidate, even tho advo- 
cates of .the gold standard did not think 
that we conld elect a president, bnt they 
had good reason for the suspicion, be- 
cause there is scarcely a state here today 
asking for the gold standard that is not 
within the absolute control of?,the Re- 
publican party. 


Bnt note the change. Mr. McKinley 


.was nominated at SL Louis upon a plat- 
form that declared for the maintenance 
of the gold standard until it should be 
changed Into bimetallism by an inter- 
national agreement Mr. McKinley was 
Its most popular man among the Be- 
publicans, and everybody three months 
ago in the Republican party prophesied 
his election. How ia it today? Why, 
that man who used to boast that he 
looked like ITapoleon—that man shud- 
ders today when he thinks that he was 
nominated on the anniversary of (he 
biittle of Waterloo, Not only that, but 
as he listens he can hear with ever in- 
creasing distinctness the sound of the 
waves as they beat upon the lonely 
shores of St. Helena, 


Why this change? Ah, my friends, is 


not the change evident to any one who 
will look at the matter? It is no private 
character, however, pure, no personal 
popularity, however great, that can pro- 
tect'from the avenging wrath of an in- 
diipmnfpeople the man who will either 
declare that he is in favor of fastening 
tho gold standard upon this people or 
who is willing to surrender the right of 
self government and place the legisla- 
tive control in the hands of foreign po- 
tentates and powers. 


We go forth confident that we shall 


win. Whv? Beci>Ti>!e utx~ " - rjam- 
mount issue in? this campaign there is 
not a spot of ground upon which the 
enemy will dare to challenge battle. 
Why, 
if they tell nsthat the gold stand- 


ard is'a good thing, we point to their 
platform and tell them that their plat- 
form pledges the party to get rid of a 
gold standard and substitute bimetal- 
lism. 


If the gold standard is • good thing, 


why try to get rid of it? I might call at- 
tention to the fact that some of the peo- 
ple who are in this convention today and 
•who tell you that we ought to declare 
in favor of international bimetallism 
and thereby declare that a gold standard 
is wrong and that the principle of bi- 
metallism is better—these, very people 
four months ago were open and avowed 
advocates of the gold standard and tell- 
ing us that we could not legislate two 
metals together even with all the world. 


I want to suggest this truth—that if 


tbe gold standard is a good thing we 
ought to declare in favor of its retention 
and not in favor of abandoning it; and 
if the gold standard is a bad thing, why 
should we wait until some other nations 
are willing to help ns let go? Hera is 
the lino of battle. We care not upon 
which issne they force the fight We 
are prepared to meet them on either is- 
sue or on both. If they tell us that the 
gold standard is the standard of civili- 
zation, we reply to them that this, the 
most enlightened of all tbe nations oC 
the earth, has naver declared for a gold 
standard and both the parties this year 
are declaring against it. If the gold 
standard is the standard of oiviliiation, 
•why, my friends, should wo not hare 
it? So, U they come to meet us on that, 
we can present the history of our-nation. 


More than that, we can tell them 


this—that they will search the pages of 
history in -vain to find a single instanoo 
in which the common people of any land 
have ever declared themselves in favor 
of a gold standard. They flan find whero 
tha holders of fixed invastmenta have. 
Mr. Carlisle said in 1878 that this wan 
a struggle between tbe" idle holders of 
idle capital and the struggling mawen 
who produce the wealth and p*y the 
taxes of the oaaatgf; 
it la simply vqneBtton itet i*», 
oide upon which tide ii»ll-tte Demo- 
cratic party teh$—opon, the-fkhw* t 
icUehoMra^ak.isaptlB' ' " ''-'**"- 


each individon! hereaftcr- 


The sympathies of the Domooratic 


party, oa described by the platform, are 
on the sido of the struggling masses, 
T?hp hare ever bean the foundation of 
the Democratic! party. 'There arc two 
ideas of government. There are those 
who believe' that if you jnst legislate 
to make tho well to do prosperous 
their prosperity-will'leak through on 
those below. -The Democratic idea has 
been that if you. legislate to mako the 
masses' prosperous their prosperity will 
find its way up.and through every class 
anftrest.npou it 


• ' You.corne"" to us and tell UB that, the 
great cities"are in favor "of the gold 
standard. I tell yon that the great cities 
re«t upon, these broad'and-fertile prai- 
ries. Burn down- your cities and leave 
our farms, and your cities will spring 
up again as if by magic; bat destroy j 
our form?, and 'the grass will grow in 
the streets of every city in this country. 
My friends, we eh all declare that this 
nation is able to legislate for its own 
people oa every question without wait- 
ing for the aid or consent of any other 
nation on earth. 
Upon that issue we 


eipeot to carry every single state in this 
Union. 
: 


I shall not slander tire fair state of 


Massachusetts nor the state of New 
York by saying that when its citizens 
are confronted -with the proposition, Is 
this nation able to attend "to its own 
business?—I will not slander either one 
by saying that the people of thoso states 
will declare our helpless impotenoy as a 
nation to attend to our own business. 


It is the Issue'of 1776 over again. 


Our ancestors, when but 3,000,000, had 
the courage to declare their political in- 
dependence of every other nation upon 
earth. .Shall we, their descendants, 
when we have grown to 70,000,000, de- 
clare that we are lesa independent than 
our forefathers? JNO, my friends, it will 
never be the 'judgment of this people. 


Therefore, we care not upon what 


linea the battle is fought 
If they say 


bimetallism is good, but we cannot have 
it till some notion helps us, wo reply 
that, Instead of having a gold standard 
because England has, we snail restore 
bimetallism and then let England have 
bimetallism because the United States 
has. If they dare to come out and in tho 
open and defend the gold standard as a 
good thing, we shall fight them to the 
uttermost, having behind us ths pro- 
ducing masses of this nation and the 
world. Having behind us the commer- 
cial interests and the laboring interests, 
and all the toiling masses, wo shall an- 
swer their demands for a gold standard 
by saying to them: You shall not press 
down upon the brow of labor this crown 
of thorna. You ahull not crucify man- 
kind neon a cross of aold.

The Icoynnte of 
the campaign hiui been dounded and the 
indications are that .the nne-ea ot New 
England trill be united as nevor be/ore 
for the democratic platform and the dem- 
ocratic ticket. ' 


Boston, July 15. — Qeorge Fred T^ill- 


lams, fresh trom the' Chicago conven- 
tion; althoug-h somewhat husky Invoice, 
received a great ovation at the Dem- 
ocratic ratification meeting last, night 
In Faneull hall. For fully 10 mlnutea 
after ha stepped on the platform tha 
Cradle of Liberty rocked with the shouts j 
ol the united followers o£^!ree silver la 
Boston. The meeting- wa« composed of 
Democrats, Republlans, Populists and 
socialists, and all demanded and re- 
ceived recognition from the speakers. 
Harry J, Jaq.ulth was the temporary 
chalrinan. and read a long speech In 
support of silver. 


The permanent chairman was Timothy 


-W. CoakJey. In opening his remark, 
he asked the Democrats o£ Boston to 
hurl hack the lie In the teeth of those 
delegates who misrepresented the Dem- 
ocrats oC Massachusetts at Chicago. 
"Lombard Htrecc will shudder," said he, 
"when It hears that Faneull hall has de- 
clared for. tree silver." 


Mr. Williams received another noisy 


reception oh being Introduced. "Fellow 
citizens," began Mr. Williams, '.'I -will 
not say fellow Democrats alone, revolu- 
tions are at home In this hall. A new 
revolution has been begun, the revolu- 
tion of the Industrial system of the 
country. 


"Returning to Boston, after fulfilling 


what I considered to he my duty, I do 
not understand why I am received on 
the part of my friends here with vilifica- 
tion. But I do not come back to make 
any apology. I have done what seemed 
to me to be right, and that Is all any man 
can do.

Boston, July IE. — Four thousand peo- 


ple occupied Music hail la.it night, at the 
first ratification meeting held under the 
auspices of the Republican state com- 
mittee In recognition of the'nomlnatlon 
by the EL Louia convention of the Re- 
publican candidates for president and 
vice president The hall was beautifully 
decorated with bunting. At the back 
of the platform bung pictures of McKin- 
ley and HobarL On the platform sat 
many well-known citizens, whose ap- 
pearance was greeted with cheers. 
G-. 


H. Lyman called, the gathering to order, 
and Introduced William 3. Butler of New 
Bedford as chairman. Mr. Butler was 
greeted with much enthusiasm, and 
after extending" ft welcome to the large 
gathering, Introduced Governor Walcott. 


When the applause which greeted the! 


governor had subsided sufficiently, he 
delivered an address filled with eulogies 
of the action talcen by the Republican 
party at St. Louis, paying particular at- 
tention to the platform adopted, and 
comparing It to that framed at Chicago. 
In a humorous manner he referred to 
Massachusetts' small contribution to the 
silver party. He gave his views upon 
the question of 16 to 1, and pointed out 
that such a ratio would but ruin rather 
than enrich the rich as well as the poor. 


"Doubling of the price of commodi- 


ties," he declared, "will never be met by 
a purchasing power. There are going 
to be with .us this year thousands o( 
honorable Democrats, and those men 
will find welcome with us, If not under a 
blue uniform, as during the war, al 
least under .and for the Stars and Stripes. 
The laws ot this commonwealth say thai 
all of our Bonds shall be paid In gold 
coin or Its equivalent. That law was 
placed on our statute books during tha 
dark days ot the war. As a result, oui 
credit is g-ood. Our financial honor is 
highly regarded. And now is this al] to 
be set aside by the Democratic party,? 
T say no. It is a question of repudiation 
or honor, between the pirates' flag and 
the Stars and Stripes." 


Senator ' Lodge 
received a ' grand 


ovation. He said: "I had thought that 
we. should enter on this campaign with 
•an appeal to the American people to 
restore the Republican party to power, 
resting such appeals, on the last three 
years' record of 'the Democratic party; 
but events have moved rapidly, the 
situation has changed, and we appeal to 
the American people to prevent panic 
arid misfortune. The Republican con- 
vention met flJid adopted a platform 
clear In Its policy. . We want to carry 
It, and' McKInley and Hobart to victory. 
Those of us who know our candidate fo: 
president, know him to be a 'patriotic 
American,' who would rather cut olt his 
hand with tlie. sword he carried in bat- 
tle than that the honor o£ his countrj 
should be repudiated, than that our su- 
preme courts should be tampered with. 
or a creditor turned away from the gates 
of our treasury, Mr. Hobart is a guar- 
antee 6£ the party which he represents. 
Since June 16 another convention has 
-been held- A transient collection of per- 
•onB got possession of the Democratic 
organization." 


"From the outside of their conven- 


tion, it appears like a. series of orgies— 
a secessionist from North Carolina and 
an anarchist from* Germany at the head. 
The head of the ticket which they havs 
nominated: voice and bank account; 
silver at head, gold at foot. They de- 
clared tor tariff for revenue only. The 
Republican party declared for protec- 
tion. It is atlll on pur banner. W« 
stand for the gold ntandanl of the United 
States. The Republican party has been 
on the gold standard from 1S73 to -1S93, 
and we had during that time pretty good 
times. The only question Is whether we 
shall stand on the" existing gold stand- 
.ard or go over to a sliver standard. In 
1860 the. Democratic party was divided; 
a bloody war w»s near, and .ho ma.rj 
dared trust hla neighbor. The Republi- 
can party- called all to Jts standard. 
We'nbw call all to u«: We do not pro- 
pose-to rake up the past to drive men 
from us, but we are anxious to have all 
Eoodjmen with us. I repeat to you now 
thatlln this diy, whin Ifle*a are threat- 
ening the liberty of tn« American peo- 
ple, the RepubUoan parly which placed 
Lincoln In the chair lifts up Iti standard.

A MAD MAN FIRED A SHOT AT 


HIM, 


Assailant Narrowly Escaped 


Prompt Lynching. 


Paris, J.uly 1.1.—An altcrr/pt v/as made 


to fLHBu.gslna.te President FJiure yester- 
day. 
Thfc president had gone to Long 


Champii to review the troopa, He had 
no sooner entered the field when a man 
In the crowd Ntt-pjjed forward and fired 
a revolver at him. The shot did not take 
effect. The would-be assassin, Eugene 
Marie FrancoJt;, \VELS at once arrested. 
The news of the attempt on the life ot 
the president spread with great rapidity 
among the crowds of people who were 
celebrating the natal fete day, and cre- 
ated an luimen.se sensalton. 


Throughout the sensational Incidents 


of the day, and the exciting scenes that 
accompanied and followed the attempt 
upon his life, President Faure main- 
tained an outwardly placid demeanor 
and manifested not the slightest sign of. 
aplta^lon. 


When'Francola, the would-be assassin, 


straightened up from his lounging posi- 
tion against a tree, and. deliberately 
opened flrt^upon the president, the lat- 
ter ohowed no symptom of alarm, and 
the open carriage In which he wim rid- 
ing made no pause, but proceeded across 
the review ground to the presidential 
tribune. 
Here he was to review the 


troops, who wore out on parade in honor 
of .the anniversary of tne fall of the 
Baa tile. 


The cool headed course pursued, by tha 


president promptly reassured the crowd 
of his personal safety and. welfare, and 
tho first momentary apprehension of a 
tragedy gave way to a frenzy of con- 
gratulation. 
The president's carriage 


was greeted In Its progress to the presi- 
dential tribune, after the shots had been 
fired, with enthusiastic cheers from the 
dense crowds which packed all sides of 
the parn.d.0 ground, In ea:j> octal Ion of tho 
brilliant spectacle. 


PRESIDENT FATTED. 


President Faure maintained hl3 calm 


and self-possessed demeanor, and after 
he had taken hJs place In the presidential 
tribune frequently acknowledged the 
cordial greetings that were given him 
from all sides, by raising his hat. 


The man Francois, who fired the two 


shots, was Burrounded at the moment 
by hundreds of people, whose attention 
was. however, directed toward the presi- 
dent's carriage. The immediate specta- 
tors of the act, horrified and Indignant, 
rushed upon the shooter with loud cries 
of "A mort." Things looked decidedly 
threatening for Francois, and It seemed 
as though summary punishment was to 
be "wreaked upon, him on the spot by tha- 
Infuriated crowd. "But a strong escort 
of police appeared promptly on 
the 


scene and took charge of the culprit and 
succeeded in transferring him in safety 
to a police station. 


There Francois was Immedlately^ex- 


amlned, and stated In reply to querlea 
that he was a foreman in the municipal 
office of works. The revolver from which 
the two shots had been fired was still In 
his possession. It was a small weapon, 
of the bulldog* pattern, and its chambers 
still contained four undischarged blank 
cartridges. Francois claimed that the 
two cartridges which he had discharged 
were also blank, and that his purpose 
In tiring them was simply to create a 
sensation, and thus call attentiOD to his 
grievances. 


Another man nametd Boulant was also 


arrested at the same time as Francois. 
When the latter had fired at the presi- 
dent, and the crowd rushed at him with 
a threatening aspect, Boulant came to 
his defense, exclaiming: ""Well done. 
T-nat's the man for me." 


Upon the return from Long Champs to 


the city, a'ter the review of the troopa 
was over, President Faure received a 
tremendous ovation. 


Francois' record proves to be well 


known, and he has before been under the 
surveillance of the police. On June 29 
he threw In the chamber of deputies a 
pamphlet entitled, "Freedom of writing 
In the 19th century, under Felix I." In 
this pamphlet he spoke of the abuses of 
the administration, and declared that 
attempts had been, made to poison him 
wherever he went. 


"When Francois was rescued from the 


crowd, after he had fired at the presi- 
dent, he was covered with blood. 


After the excitement of the sensational 


firing upon the president of a throng 
of people had somewhat-subsided, the 
Incident- began to be- regarded as only 
the Irresponsible and harmless act of u 
madman. But, nevertheless, several of 
the ambassadors of foreign powers and 
diplomats called upon President Faure 
to oITer their felicitations, and sovereigns 
telegraphed their congratulations upon 
his escape. 


The heat throughout the day ;wag 


stifling, and proved most trying to the 
troops that took part In the review and 
parade. A balloon, which had been sent 
up as a feature of the celebration, hung 
motionless over the city, wl th not enough" 
current of air to drift it. Many soldiers 
fell in the ranks during the day from 
sunstroke. All the ambulance wagons 
were full. 
Directly a halt was called, 


and large numbers of soldiers rushed 
Into the houses to get a drink of water.

"Washington, July 15.—The "Marine hos- 


pital bureau Is receiving full reports of 
the progress of the yellow fever, cholera j 
and smallpox epidemics progreeslng lc ' 
various parts ojC the world. While these | 
show a heavy, mortality for the hot 
months, the ravages are not such aa to 
cause fear BO far as this country Is con- 
cerned. 


The last reports from Cuba show th.it 


smallpox la proving more deadly than 
yellow fever. The. fever IB epidemic at 
the seaport towns, where the Spanish 
troops are garrisoned, but the smallpox 
IB virulent throughout the interior. A 
recent letter from Dr. Caminero, United 
States sanitary inspector at Santlago'de 
Cuba, says there are 2000 cases In that 
city, which has 18,000 population. . Dr. 
Caminero saya: "There are tenement! 
houses which contain as many as 21 ] 
cases. Yellow fever has decreased some- 
what, but rwlll again commence it3 
deadly mission as soon aa the new re- 
cruits, announced as coming, begin to 
arrive." 


In his last letter, Dr. Caminero reports: 


"Smallpox has taken a most virulent 
form, and the number of cases Increases 
dally. Yellow f«v«r has also taken a 
malignant character, and all the cases 
end fatally at present. Eighty per cent 
df the smallpox cases are in non-vac- 
cinated colored people, who are com- 
pletely opposed to helng vaccinated while 
the epidemic rages, from fear of catch- 
ing; the disease. The government will 
roake vaccination compulsory, the gov- 
ernment physicians will go from house 
to house." 


Marine hospital officials -will strictls 


enforce the quarantine laws, and ttiu.1 
guard against the entry of the epidemics 
to American ports. No case of yellow 
fever has yet been reported In the United 
States, and Key West is the only place , 
afflicted with smallpox. 
The reports j 


from there show 21 cases and four deaths 
for the week ending July 9. 


Late cholera reports from Egypt are 


more favorable. The United States com- 
missioner at Constantinople reports that 
the disease Is abating In the interior oi 
Egypt The Egyptian outbreak has not 
yet spread to any European port A re- 
port appeared last week that cases ol 
Asiatic cholera had appeared atDantzig, 
Germany. Surgeon 
General Wymarj 


cabled at once to Consul General Kay at 
Berlin, and In reply received a cable, 
saying: "False alarm;'not Asiatic." 


Little apprehension If felt here thai 


cholera can be brought to this country 
from Egypt, as the trade is very limited. 
As a precaution, however, Consul Gen- 
eral'Penneld, at Cairo, acting under in- 
structions from Washington, has or- 
dered that no Invoices for shipments oJ 
rags to the United States shall be made 
until 30 days after the cessation ol 
cholera. 
-Reports concerning the plagues in 
Canton, Japan, and Formosa, show that 
they are abating. 


Boston Ciutom Honge Figures. 


Boston, July 15.—Collector "Warren ol 


.this city has sent his annual report to the 
treasury department 'for the year end- 
ing July 1. It has been a prosperous 
year in Boston, and It is said that the 
Boston custom house is the only one 
in the United States that has had an 
increase In business.

Tho following is the report of the inves- 


tigating committee of the horse trade ac- 
cepted and adopted by the aldermen: 
Gentlemen of the City Council: 


In compliance with the order passed 
by your honorable body to Investigate 
the recent sale and purchase of horses 
by the committee on streets, we have 
attended to the duties required o£ us, 
and submit the .following: Your com- 
mittee held five sessions and examined 
all the members of the committee on 
streets, the superintendent of streets, 
and all other persons whom the com- 
mittee were advised or had reason to 
believe could thro.w any light upon 
the 
subject 
of 
Investigation, -and 
whose attendance before the commit- 
tee could be .secured.. 
The evidence 
was taken^iy a stenographer and a 
typewritten copy thereof is herewith 
submitted for your consideration. 
Tho city solicitor. F. W. Qua, 
esq., 
at the request of your committee was 
present at each of the hearings and 
aided the -'committee In securing the 
attendance of witnesses, and for the 
most part conducted their examina- 
tion. We recognize the difficulties that 
lay 1n the path of the . solicitor 
in 


faithfully performing his duty in the 
premises. Obtaining evidence in such 
cases Is not an easy task, nor is it a 
pleasant position to be placed In to 
expoiie the wrong doing of party as- 
sociates and those'whose votes placed 
him in the position, where in order to 
falthlully perform his duty, he must 
without fear or favor present the facts 
as he finds them. The city is .to be 
congratulated upon having In the po- 
sition a man.'who recognizes that his 
first duty Is to the public regardless 
of party or personal interests, and who 
has the courage to fearlessly expose 
wrong doing wherever he finds it. 
All persons examined ' before 
the 
committee were duly sworn and the 
evidence submitted to you is their tes- 
timony on oath. The large and in- 
creasing attendance at the hearings 
of business men and taxpayers of the 
city, attests the deep interest felt by 
our citizens In our municipal admin- 
istration ..and the prevailing" disposi- 
tion to hold our city officials, up to a 
higher - standard of responsibility for 
the manner in which they discharge 
the Important duties, and execute the 
trusts reposed In them by the people. 
Owing to the Inadequacy of the law 
as !t at present stands to reach re- 
calcitrant witnesses In investigations 
of this character and the evasiveness 
and trickery of many of the Tvitnesses 
summoned made it a. difficult task to 
adduce testimony. 
The 
refusal 
o f , 
many of the witnesses to testify to! 
facts that should have been disclosed 
to your committee, under the thinly 
veiled pretext that It would 
expose 
their private business, admits of no 
other conclusion than that it was a 
subterfuge on their part to cover a 
fraudulent transaction. 


The- only sale and purchase of horses 
by the street committee during the 
current year, and therefore the only 
sale and purchase that came within 
the scope of the order of investigation 
was this sale on April 18th, of nine 
horses and the purchase on April nth, 
of sixteen horses. 


So far as the sale of defective horses 
is concerned, your committee report 
that this transaction was carried out 
in an apparently business-like man- 
ner, and that the prices obtained were 
reasonable and fair, and except so far 
as the evidence tended to show that 
the sale was made to serve as an ex- 
cuse for the purchase of new horses, 
the committee find in it nothing to 
condemn. 


Alderman 
Flemings, 
chairman ot 
the committee on streets -was absent 
from the city from April 3rd to April 
14th, 
and 
the 
committee 
knew 


of 
his 
Intended 
absence. 
Before 
his absence there was no talk of an 
Immediate purchase of horses, though 
It was understood that the defective 
animals should be sold, and that the 
committee would have to 
purchase 
some horses to take their places. At 
the last meeting of the committee be- 
fore the Alderman went away one or 
more meetings were arranged to take 
place after his return. But on Mon- 
day, April 13th, before Mr. Flemings' 
return the committee met in the af- 
ternoon -at the office of the superin- 
tendent o£ streets in City Hall, their 
usual 
place 
of meeting, 
and 
ad- 


journed. After adjournment the com- 
mittee went to the Men-Smack house 
and had a supper. A member of the 
committee, whom Mr. Bowers thinks 
was ^f^. Hunton. requested Mr. Bow- 
ers, clerk of the committee, to Join 
the committee at the hotel, stating 
that they might need him after sup- 
per. The committee was called to or- 
der ' by Alderman Pevey, and on, mo- 
tion of Councilman Hunton It was 
voted that eleven horses and four car- 
riages, being horses and carriages un- 
fit for further use, be sold at the city 
stables on Saturday, April ISth, at 10 
o'clock, a. m. 


On motion of Councilman George it 
was voted that a sub-committee be ap- 
pointed by the chair (Alderman Pevey 
in 
tlie chair) to purchase all such 
horses as were needed by-, the depart- 
ment, and Councllmen George, Maguire 
and Hunton were appointed, and it was 
voted that the superintendent of streets 
be mn.de one of the committee. 
At the meeting In the superintend- 
ent's office In the afternoon several per- 
sons, reporters and others besides the 
committee were present. At the time 
these,votes were passed the committee 
were in a private room and no persons 
other than the committee, their clerk 
and the superintendent of streets were 
present. The next morning, April 14tri, 
the sub-committee and superintendent 
of street.met at Conant's stable, where 
Councilman Hunton Is employed and 
transacts his business, and were shown 
eight horses by Mr. Hunton. who stated 
the price to be S200 each, and the com- 
mittee then and there agreed to pur- 
chase them at that price. Immediately 
afterwards said sub-committee and su- 
perintendent of streets went to the sta- 
ble of Mr. Clapp, where they were shown 
eight more horses, which they pur- 
chased, or agreed to purchase at $200 
each. There was no .advertising of the 
intended purchase, no examination of 
horses elsewhere, and no serious ques- 
tion or negotiation as to price. 
Taking the manner in which this 
purchase was made alone.without oth-, 
er evidence, your, committee would be 
forced to .the conclusion that the sub- 
committee was grossly negligent and 
careless In the performance of Its du- 
ties. N"o good business man would pur- 
chase for himself in any such.way. But 
unfortunately, this is nol all. It will

be remembered that the whole sixteen 
horses .were billed 
to the city by 
Charles 
Clapp, who claimed ,to have 
sold them all to the city, and Mr. Clapp 
In his testimony before the committee, 
after some hesitation, stated:-that he 
liad purchased eight .of them ilrom Mr. 
Hunton the day previous to the pur- 
chase by the city, and had given two 
notes for the purchase money. He re- 
fused to tell the committee what price 
he paid or agreed to pay Mr. Hunton, 
and stated that he left them at Mr. 
Hunton's stable because he had no 
room for them at his own stable. He 
also admitted that when he bought 
them from Mr. Hunton he intended to 
sell all he could of them to the city, 
and that there was some conversation 
between him and Mr. Hunton about the 
Intended purchase by the city at the 
time when he bought them from* Mr. 
Hunton. 


Mr. Hunton In his testimony stated 
that he had sold eight of the horses to 
Mr. Clapp on the day before they were 
bought by the committee, but positive- 
ly refused to state the price paid by 
Mr. Clapp, or where he bought the 
horses or how much he paid for them, 
though he' stated that he had 
pur- 
chased them only a few days before 
insisting that it was his private blisl- 
.ness where he bought them and how 
much he paid, about which the com- 
mittee had no right to Inquire. He al- 
so stated that Mr. Clapp paid him for 
the horses by two notes given April 13, 
payable one in 30, and the other .in GO 
days. After 
considerable urging he 
promised to let the committee see the 
notes which he had not then with him. 
At the next meeting of your committee, 
June 12th, Mr. Hunton was asked to 
exhibit the notes, and replied that Mr. 
Clapp hod taken them up. His lan- 
guage was (page 84 of the testimony) 
"He (meaning Clapp) came to me and 
said that he was ready to take them 
up. I showed them to him, and he said 
he was ready to take them up, the tjjme 
had expired." He still refused to state 
the amount for which the notes were 
given. 
At the same meeting Mr. Clapp was 
recalled and .testified that he took up 
the notes. He then produced two notes 
In the form.shown on pages 11 and 112 
of the evidence, with the amounts care- 
fully cut out After being further ques- 
tioned he stated that- the notes were 
paid partly In cosh and part Ijy a new 
note. 
Other evidence before" your committee 
established the fact that six of the 
eight horses sold by Mr. Hunton were 
purchased by him in Boston of the firm 
of Welch and HU1, five of them on Sat- 
urday, April llth, and one on the previ- 
ous Wednesday, at an average price of 
$104.It also appeared In evidence given 
by horsa dealers, and the committee 
find that a 
fair market 
price for 
sound, young, heavy work horses like 
those sold to the city would be from 
$100 to S125 each. -An expert testified 
before your committee, after examin- 
ing the horses purchased, that he 
found two o£ them 
ring-boned ' and 
lame, which, In his opinion, would re- 
duce their value about two-thirds. 
Without going further "into the evi- 
dence, which may 
be examined 
at 
length by any one who wishes to do 
so, your committee .find that the re- 
cent purchase of .horses was not made 
In a proper manner, nor for proper 
reasons, nor their fair market value. 
We cannot doubt that the pretended 
sale by Hunton to Clapp was a mere 
colorable transaction, under cover of 
which, eight 
horses 
were 
sold 
by 
Councilman Hunton to the city, him- 
self acting in the double capacity o£ 
buyer and seller at the same time, 
and that by that transaction the clty 
was' attempted to be 
defrauded of 


from one thousand to twelve hundred 
dollars. Such sale was a direct vio- 
lation of Sec. 12, Chapter 205 of the 
Public Statutes, and of Sec. S of Chap. 
16 of the Revised Ordinances. While 
the evidence does not show that any 
other member of the city government 
profited by this transaction. Itjls clear 
that Councllmen George and Maguire 
knew and connived at the violatlon: of 
the law and the" city ordinances by 
Councilman Hunton, and that superin- 
tendent of Streets Cheney also, who 
was by the vote made a member of 
the sub-committee, and who went, to 
Boston on the same train with Hun- 
ton on'the day when the horses were 
purchased, met him at the stable of 
Welch and Hall in Boston, and took 
supper with him after the horses were 
shipped by him to Lowell, and was 
also present at Conant's stable and 
at Clapp's-when the horses were pur- 
chased for the city; knew of the wrong 
doing, arid by his silence acquiesced 
therein. 
It Is but Just, however, to say that 
the superintendent of streets Is not a 
member of the street committee and 
the purchase of these horses" was not 
a part of his official duty, and while 
your committee cannot excuse his si- 
lent acquiescence In what he 
must 
have known to have been a flajrrant 
-violation of duty on the part \of tbe 
committee, we also recognize the fact 
that It would have required consider- 
able moral courage to have antago- 
nized his committee at that time In 
the matter of the performance oE a 
duty which was theirs and not his 
own. 
It has been claimed that -the mem- 
bers of the street committee have fol- 
lowed precedent in doing as they did, 
and that, not beiny any.more guilty 
than many others who have preceded 
them, they should not be singled out 
for punishment. The majority of your 
committee have not_the slightest sym- 
pathy with or toleration for this ex- 
cuse sometimes urged for such con- 
duct by those who ought to know bet- 
ter. It is not the duty of this com- 
mittee to condone the offences of any- 
one, 
nor can we see any Justification 
for wrong-doing,. In the" fact 
that 
someone else has committed the same 
offence.' To close our eyes to the In- 
iquity exposed by the evidence, would 
be equivalent to becoming participat- 
ors In the crime. 


The administration of our municipal 
affairs by Uie members of the city 
government In an honest, economical 
manner is a matter In which all our 
citizens are interested, from the large 
corporations down to the man who 
only pays a poll tax. 


Our manufacturing concerns are en- 
deavoring'to compete with others hav- 
ing natural advantages that they do 
not possess.. They have not the cot- 
ton fields nor the coal fields at their 
doors, nor have they the advantage 
of being a seaport where cotton, coal 
and other materials can be received 
at much less cost than In inland cit- 
ies. 
The taxes- paid by the corpora- 


tions 1s a considerable Item in the cost 
of the manufacture ot their goods. If 
extravagance and wrong-doing 
pre- 
vails In municipal affairs, and in con- 
sequence taxes are Increased, It tends 
so much to handicap our industries In 
competition with others, and Is a vital 
blow to these Institutions in which we 
are all concerned, and on whose pros- 
perity the welfare of our city depends. 
If, by reason of extravagance and cor- 
ruption in municipal affairs the mer- 
chant and the landlord- pays Increased 
taxes, he raises the price of his goods 
and the rent of his tenements in pro- 
portion, and the consequence is that- 
the poll tax payer indirectly bears 
more than his .proportion of his bur- 
den. So It is that, all are interested 
in -wise, honest, economical adminis- 
tration by public servants whose sense 
of honor Is so high that they reoog- 
nlze the sacred trust reposed In them, 
and. who will allow no temptation to 
prlvats gain to influence their public 
action. 
.

From time Immemorial our courts 
have exacted the highest dejjree of 
honesty -from .those acting in a fiduci- 
ary capacity, and the acts of - public 
omciala . have . always been 
subjected 
to the closest scrutiny. In Dillon on 
municipal corporations, a-work-'that 
is considered a l*g»l classic, 
the 
learned author.•aye: "It if m. well es- 
UMtohxl end MluUrr doctrlai .that 


he who Is entrusted with the busi- 
ness 
o£- others-, cannot- -be 
al- 
•lowed 
to - make 
such • business 
an 
object 
of pecuniary 
profit 
to 


himself. 
This rule" does not depend 
on reasoning technical In its charac- 
ter, 
and is not local in Its .applica- 
tion. It Is based upon principles ol 
reason,-, of morality and of public pol- 
icy. 
It has Its foundation in the very 
co.nstltutlori of our nature, for It has 
authoritatively been declared 
that a 


man cannot serve two masters, and is 
recognized und enforced wherever a 
well-regulated system 
of jurisprudence 
prevails. 
The law will In no case 
permit persons: who have undertaken 
a character or a charge to change or 
Invert that character by leaving it 
and acting for themselves in a busi- 
ness In which their character binds 
them to act for others.. The applica- 
tion of the rule may In some Instances 
appear to bear hard upon Individuals 
who have committed no moral wrons; 
but it is ess.-ntlal to the keeping of all 
parties filling a fiduciary character to 
their duty, to preserve the rule in its 
Integrity, and to apply it to 
every 


case which Justly falls within its prin- 
ciple." 


On the same subject a recent author- 
ity of high tUaj!ding says: "The para- 
mount and vital principle of all agen- 
cies, Is good faith, for without it the 
relation of principal and agent could 
not well exist. So sedulously Js thla 
principle guarded that all departure 
from" It are esteemed frauds upon the 
confidence bestowed. An agent, there- 
fore, will not be allowed to put himself 
In a position antagonistic "to his prin- 
cipal, or speculate in the subject of the 
agency; and any gift, release or con- 
veyance obtained by the agent from his 
principal Is Hubjected to the most rigid 
scrutiny. 


It follows from the above rule that 
an agent will not be allowed to make a 
profit out of the agenoy or deal In the 
business thereof for his own benefit, 
but must give the principal the benefit 
of any advantage he may obtain. Any 
profits made out of the purchase or sale 
of property Cor his principal belong to 
the latter; as where the agent sells for 
a-higher price, or purchases .for a leas 
price." " 


Our own Euproma court says: "The 
character of seller and buyer are so en- 
tirely incompatible that they can never 
be united In the same person." 15 Pick. 
p 
1. 23: Ire the case of the People v. Oven- 
yessel, 11 Mich. p. 22S, Mr. Justice 
Chrlstlanoy of. Michigan, an- eminent 
Jurist, in discussing this question says: 
"If such contracts were to be held val- 
id, until shown to be- fraudulent or cor- 
rupt, the result, as a general rule,/ 
would l?e that they must be enforced In 
spite of fraud or corruption. Hence, 
tha only safa rule m such cases Is to 
treat the contract as void, without ref- 
erence to tho question of fraud in fact, 
unless affirmed by the opposite party." 
The foregoing are but a few- of the 
many legal authorities that could be 
cited to show that under the conditions 
governing the sale of these horses to 
the city the transaction was void, and 
no legal action for the recovery of the 
price could be maintained. From the 
evidence adduced It Is clear Beyond 
doubt that Councilman Hunton was 
using Clapp as. a cover to sell his 
horses to the city, and that the other 
members of the sub-committee were 
knowingly parties to this arrangement. 
The duty Imposed upon your com- 
mittee by the order of Investigation 
has been aa exceedingly unpleasant 
one. To find men In whom we ^have 
hod confidence and with whom we have 
as members of the cky government, 
sustained amicable relations, guilty of 
a gross breach of a public trust Is nTost 
painful, but the stern logic of the evi- 
dence is irresistible, and we, ourselves, 
should be recreant to our duties If we 
failed to condemn in the most emphatic 
manner the abuse of official power and 
the sacrifice o! official honor for priv- 
ate gain. That "public office is a pub- 
lic trust" should be accepted as some- 
thing more than 
trie high sounding 


phrase of a demagogue. 
We can never expect to have clean, 
pure municipal government if men who 
are themselves honest lack the moral 
courage to condemn the wrong where- 
ever they find it, regardless of party 
or sect or personal considerations. 
Your committee feel that the wrong 
which has been attempted In this in- 
stance should not be allowed to be con- 
summated, and to this end recommend 
that the bill which has been presented 
should not be paid until a court of 
competent Jurisdiction -shall have pass- 
ed upon it, and that the evidence taken 
before the committee be submitted to 
the district attorney to take such ac- 
tion thereon as he shall deem proper.
